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LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS 


Arizona The Arizona legislature adjourned 
March 26, ending day regular 
The legislature voted record $117 million 
for capital outlays 1960-61. This 
about million more than was appropriated 
for similar expenditures the current fis- 
cal year. General fund appropriations totaled 
$91 million for 1960-61, million increase 
over 1959-60. 

Education received the major share 
appropriations, including $44.5 million for 
the support public schools, $1.6 million 
for Arizona State College, $7.7 million for 
Arizona State University, and $13.1 million 
for the University Arizona. Other major 
expenditure items were $16.5 million for 
highways about million, and about 
$10 million for welfare $300,000 below 
the current figure. 

state junior college system was es- 
tablished, into effect July 1961. 
will under the guidance board 
directors, comprising ten gubernatorial 
appointees, the State Superintendent 
Public Instruction, the State Vocational 
Education Director and the President and 
one member the Board Regents. Under 
the program one more counties with 320 
potential junior college students and 
assessed valuation least $60 million 
may organize junior college district. 
The state will match each dollar put 
the local district for junior college build- 
ings maximum $500,000, and will con- 
tribute $115 per student per year for con- 
tinuing capital outlay. addition, the 
state will make annual operating contri- 
butions $525 per student for the first 
320 students and $350 per student over that 
number, Other legislation affecting educa- 
tion included revision the state school 
laws repeal provisions for county-wide 
school taxing districts and make 200 
students and million assessed valua- 
tion the prerequisites for establishing 


high school district. $10,000 study was 
authorized inventory the subjects taught 
Arizona schools. 

code covering savings and loan associa- 
tions was requires that the as- 
sociations maintain federal insurance for 
protection depositors. 

The legislature appropriated for addi- 
tion twenty-five state highway patrol- 
men and raised retirement benefits patrol- 
men per cent. The position State 
Highway Director was established coordi- 
nate operations all divisions the 
Highway Department. Ratification was given 
the Arizona-Nevada Compact, already rati- 
fied Nevada, fixing the common boundary 
the two states terms latitude rather 
than the shifting line the Colorado 
River. 


California The California legislature 
ended its thirty day budget session March 
after approving record state spending 
$2,481 million for the 1960-61 fiscal 
year. 

The amount about million higher 
than recommended Governor Edmund Brown 
the beginning the session, and some 
$188 million higher than anticipated expen- 
ditures for the current fiscal period. Gen- 
eral fund appropriations total $1,696 million, 
including allocation expected 1959-60 
general fund surplus $74 million help 
finance immediately required capital con- 
struction basis. Expen- 
ditures from the general fund the current 
fiscal year are expected total $1,467 
million. Unless revenues rise above current 
estimates for 1960-61 the general fund will 
show deficit million the end 
the period. 

The Governor has thirty days after the 
end the session pass the budget. 
may decrease but not increase budget items. 

The budgetary imbalance could fur- 
ther increased legislation being con- 
sidered concurrent special sessions that 
continued without constitutional statutory 
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limit after the end the budget session. 
Among important items before the legislature 
were smog control bill that would require 
million and plan for reorganizing the 
state's system higher education cost 
$2.5 million. Also settled are 
measures calling for the issuance $300 
$350 million bonds for school con- 
struction and $400 million bond issue for 
veterans farm and home purchase loans. 

Most the legislative increase over 
the Governor's appropriation requests was 
accounted for revision salary raises 
for state workers. The Governor proposed 
per cent raise for all state employees, 
effective July 1960. The legislature 
voted general salary increase per 
cent, raise 1/2 per cent for univer- 
sity and college faculty, and one per 
cent for state workers the lower income 
brackets. These revisions added $7.5 million 
projected expenditures, with $5.4 million 
the extra money come from the general 
fund. 

More than billion the total 1960- 
appropriations were allocated for educa- 
tion, This included almost $700 million for 
local school support, $40 million more than 
during the current fiscal year. Appropria- 
tions run the state colleges were in- 
creased nearly $14 million, almost $71 
million. addition, $41 million was set 
aside begin construction new college 
facilities. The University California 
was allocated $118 million for operation and 
$51 million for capital outlay. 

Other major expenditure items were: 
highways, streets and motor vehicle regu- 
lations, $503 million down almost $50 
million from the current fiscal year; wel- 
fare, health and related activities, $268 
million million; mental health, 
$142 million $20 million; correc- 
tions $87 million $27 million; con- 
servation and development natural re- 
sources, $177 million million. 


Maine Special Session The Maine legis- 
met special session from January 
through 29. boating act adopted last 
year was revised order bring into 
conformity with federal requirements. Juris- 
diction over traffic offenses involving ju- 
veniles was removed from the juvenile courts, 
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and the juvenile code adopted 1959 was 
amended include definition juvenile 
person under years age. special 
tax was levied property one part the 
state provide funds for spruce bud worm 
control. Several acts relating school 
district organization were adopted. 

Major purpose calling the special 
session was consider proposed legisla- 
tion authorize cities and towns trans- 
port children private schools. 1959 
decision the Maine Supreme Court held 
that such transportation was unlawful because 
had not been authorized the legislature. 
bill for this purpose was defeated the 
special session. 


Nevada Nevada's first annual legislature 
adjourned March 12, ending fifty-five day 
session. The legislature authorized general 
fund expenditures for 1960-61 nearly $38.5 
million. This about million more than 
was asked for Governor Grant Sawyer 
his budget message and about million higher 
than the amount authorized for the current 
fiscal year. General fund income for the 
1960-61 fiscal year officially estimated 
$31 million. The excess expenditures 
over income will met from the general 
fund balance, which expected total 
about $15 million the end the current 
fiscal year. 

Most the increased spending ac- 
counted for the legislature's enlarge- 
ment the capital improvements program. 
against $2.9 million recommended the 
Governor the legislature authorized more than 
million for new buildings, including $1.5 
million bonds issued 1961 the 
general fund balance next year cannot with- 
stand the cash withdrawal. State aid 
schools was increased about $15.5 million 
with passage appropriation more 
than $2.4 million continue the 1959 
emergency school program. The measure raises 
state apportionments school districts 
$300, $4,300, for each certified employee 
and $26, $106, for each pupil average 
daily attendance. 

Higher education the largest single 

recipient capital outlay appropriations-- 
$2.9 million for additional facilities 
the University Nevada and proposed $1.5 
million bond issue for new engineering 
building for it. addition, students 
were exempted from repayment provisions for 
all but tuition costs receiving medical, 
dental veterinary training Nevada's 
expense out-of-state institutions under 
the student exchange program administered 
the Western Interstate Commission for Higher 
Education. Previously, students under the 
program incurred debt the state for the 
fixed fee paid sending state the 
institution the receiving state $2,000 
for each medical student, $1,600 for each 
dental student, and $1,200 for each veter- 
inary student. The debt the state, now 
reduced tuition costs advanced, repay- 
able the student after graduation cash 
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installments may worked off the 
rate one year practice Nevada 
town under 3,000 population for each year 
education received state expense. 

The legislature passed new primary 
and general election code. Changes were 
made motor vehicle registration procedure 
provide centralized registration and col- 
lection personal property taxes vehi- 
cles. Other enactments required the licen- 
sing and bonding farm labor contractors, 
authorized the registration and regulation 
small boats and ordered that meetings 
state, county and city agencies open 
the press and public. 


TAX, FISCAL AFFAIRS 


Governor Vetoes Local Tax Measure Gover- 
nor Stephen McNichcls has vetoed 
bill passed the 1960 Colorado legislature 
which would have allowed counties and cities 
enact local sales taxes approved 
local voters. The Governor announced his 
action was motivated the clouded consti- 
tutional status the bill. 

The State Supreme Court had accepted 
the measure for review after Attorney General 
Duke Dunbar had raised number ques- 
tions its constitutionality. Chief 
Justice Leonard Sutton reported that 
the Court was badly split the questions 
submitted the Governor that opinion 
could given. The Chief Justice reported 
that two Justices believed the court should 
not assume jurisdiction, three felt least 
four sections the bill were unconstitu- 
tional and two favored upholding its con- 
stitutionality. 

announcing the veto Governor McNichols 
said would cooperate every way possible 
with county and city officials aid them 
placing the measure before the people the 
form initiative for constitutional 
amendment. Mayors the Denver area, where 
chief support for the local-option sales tax 
lies, have announced they will undertake 
immediate campaign initiate con- 
stitutional amendment legalize the pro- 


Tax Decision The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicia ourt has ruled that the state 


income tax cannot levied federal 
social security payments. Prior the 
ruling, income from social security payments 
received Massachusetts residents had been 
subject the state income tax. es- 
timated that the ruling will result ina 
revenue loss some million annually. 
Under Massachusetts law taxpayers also may 
rebates for overpayments during the 
past three years; thus the total immediate 
liability the state may high

Tax Credits The Oregon State Tax Com- 
mission has issued order relieving Oregon 


residents from double taxation income 
earned Idaho. The special administrative 
order allows tax credits Oregon residents 
for taxes paid Idaho income received 
there. Previous provisions the two states 
had allowed tax credit only one was not 
allowed the state where the taxpayer 
worked. The provisions, effect, had offset 
each other, that residents each state 
had lost tax credit when working the other 
state. 


West Virginia Tax Study West Virginia 
State Tax Study Commission created the 
1959 legislature has submitted first re- 
port its findings relative the state's 
tax structure. reports the progress 
activities, programs and plans the 
commission the development equitable 
tax The report also contains com- 
parative state state tables state and 
local taxes and selected per capita state 
and local expenditure data. 


Census Report State Expenditures The 
United States Bureau the Census has re- 
ported that state governments altogether 
spent $177 per person fiscal 1959. The 
bureau reports that total state expenditure 
was $31.1 billion and state revenue $29.1 
billion. 

Nearly all categories state expen- 
diture increased from 1958 1959, the cen- 
sus report shows. The figures indicate that 
state payments local governments amounted 
$8.5 billion, about three-tenths 
total state expenditure. Capital outlay, 
mainly for contract construction high- 
ways and buildings, was 18.7 per cent 
record billion. Wages and salaries 
state employees totaled more than $5.6 
billion, per cent from the previous 
year. State debt outstanding rose per 
cent during fiscal 1959 new high 
$16.9 billion. This rise resulted from 
total borrowing $2.2 billion and debt 
redemption totaling only $723 million. 

1959 compared with 1958 general 
revenue was each the states, general 
expenditure increased all but one state, 
and debt outstanding was thirty-seven. 


NUCLEAR ENERGY 


Southern Nuclear Energy Compact Kentucky 
has become the first state ratify the 
Southern Interstate Nuclear Compact. 

The compact contemplates cooperative 
planning and consulting agency primarily 
assist achieving optimum development 
and use nuclear energy the region. 
will also facilitate conferring the states 
regulatory problems. All sixteen states 
represented the Southern Confer- 
ence are eligible participate. Regional 
Advisory Council Nuclear Energy, estab- 
lished the Conference 1956, sponsored 
the drafting the compact. 


enabling act permit Mississippi 
enter the compact was introduced 
its legislature during the last week 
March. 


Nuclear Research Building Florida has 
dedicated nuclear research building 
Florida State University the latest 
development $8.5 million commitment 
coordinated university nuclear energy 
program. The building houses two nuclear 
accelerators. Using the accelerators, the 
university plans basic research the area 
coordinated nuclear program. The univer- 
sity has already concluded two contracts 
one for $500,000 from the United States Air 
Force for work experimental potentials 
accelerators and another for million 
from the Atomic Energy Commission for 
seven year research program how and 
what extent atomic radiation damages the 
human body. 


HEALTH 


Radiological Health Service Radiological 
Health Service has been organized the In- 
dustrial Hygiene Service the Tennessee 
Department Public Health. Responsibility 
the new service collect basic infor- 
mation all sources ionizing radiation 
the state, determine potential hazards, 
and establish inspection priority. will 
also provide consultation services regis- 
tered hazards help users owners con- 
form recognized practices radiation 
protection. Set under 1959 enactment, 
the service charged with adoption rules 
and regulations pertaining the manufacture, 
use, receipt, possession, storage and disposal 
radiation sources. 


hospital insurance will undertaken soon 
Pennsylvania determine the cost 
maintenance and operation hospitals. 
commission including representatives the 
insurance industry, the medical profession, 
and hospital administration expected 
direct the study. The legislature appro- 
priated $100,000, and hospital insurance 
organizations have made $200,000 available, 
the inquiry. 


MENTAL HEALTH 


Colorado Internship Program Colorado has 
been selected serve pilot state for 
the first regional summer work-study program 
mental health. students will 
selected from applicants who have completed 
their first year graduates undergradu- 
ates western college university. The 
program sponsored jointly the Western 
Interstate Commission for Higher Education, 
the University Colorado, the Colorado 


Department Institutions and the Colorado 
Mental Health Association designed 
introduce able western college students 
mental health work. 

The student interns will assigned 
for eight weeks ward attendants, psy- 
chiatric aides, recreational aides and oc- 
cupational therapy aides participating 
institutions salary $280 month. 
The work program will preceded one 
week orientation the University 
Colorado and will followed final 
week additional study and evaluation 
the university. 


MENTAL RETARDATION 


Florida Expands Facilities Florida 
program expand facilities for mentally 
retarded children mid-summer will have 
increased from capacity 1,200 beds 
single institution 3,600 beds three 
different places. six years Florida has 
spent $30 million for capital improvements 
and operations program for mentally 
retarded children. This 
triple the total amount expended for the 
purposes the preceding twenty years. 


EDUCATION 


Missouri Council Higher Education 
Missour oordinating Council Higher 
Education recently began series meetings 
develop policies and standards for the 
state's colleges and universities. Areas 
study include admission policies, tuition 
fees, financial reporting for budgetary pur- 
poses and review programs and curricula. 
Aim the coordination necessary meet the 
needs the state's growing college enroll- 

The council was formed Governor James 
Blair, Jr. 1959 meeting Presi- 
dents and Chairmen Boards Regents 
Missouri's colleges and universities. James 
Finch, Jr., Chairman the Board Re- 
gents the University Missouri, chair- 
man the council. Subcommittees have been 
formed and are examining particular problems. 
Working closely with the council are members 
the staff the Division Budget and 
The division also engaged 
examination college and university space 
requirements which will serve basis for 
capital improvements budgeting for higher 
education. 


Educational Needs Study Pennsylvania 
undertaking comprehensive study its 
entire educational program. Purpose 
project the educational needs the state 
for the next ten years. The study ex- 
pected develop series recommenda- 
tions and plan which the state and its 
local governments can meet their increasing 
responsibilities education. will 
under the direction thirty-five member 
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Special Committee Education, appointed 
the Governor. Lieutenant Governor John 
Davis has been appointed chairman the 
committee. The study will comprise ser- 
ies task forces curriculum, school 
district organization, school construc- 
tion, teacher education and relations, 
school administration, guidance and coun- 
seling, higher education, and school fi- 
uary, 1961. 


Education Study Committee Washington 
Legislative Interim Committee Education 
has established five areas investigation 
and invited seventy-five private citizens 
the state assist the inquiry. The 
committee, five Senators and five Repre- 
sentatives, was established the 1959 legis- 
lature. will inquire into education beyond 
the high school, efficiency and economy 
school management, school finance and organi- 
zation, improvement instruction, and ques- 
tions concerning the teachers. The citizen 
group divided into five subcommittees. 
Each these will assist exploring one 
the five study areas and report back 
the main committee mid-year. The legis- 
lative committee aided fifteen member 
School Advisory Committee appointed Gover- 
nor Albert Rosellini. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL, SAFETY 


New Style License Plate Charles Car- 
pentier, Secretary State Illinois, has 
announced that the state will adopt new 
style automobile license plate The 
new plate will show numbers from through 
999,999 and then two letters and one four 

Basis for the change two-year study 
license legibility sponsored the Secre- 
tary State and undertaken the Univer- 
Illinois. Recommendations concern- 
ing the new style were line with findings 
the study. 

These showed that license plate has 
two functions identify the vehicle 
and show the owner has complied with 
registration laws. Research showed that 
for fast, accurate perception distance 
not less than 125 feet under normal light 
conditions, identification should have 
more than six Other recommen- 
dations urged elimination slogans the 
license plate; adoption color combinations 
used alternately; new style letter- 
ing; and that the state name and the year 
humber increased size. 


Driver License Suspension Recent New York 
egislation has launched new approach 
the problem drinking and driving. new 
law makes infraction drive while 
one's ability impaired result 
consumption alcohol. Under the act 
driver with .10 per cent alcohol his 


blood presumed have impaired driving 
ability. 

Conviction for the infraction will result 
license suspension. Existing laws, which 
make criminal offense drive with 
blood-alcohol level over .15 per cent, 
remain. expected that the new legis- 
lation will help remove from the highways 
drivers whose ability has been impaired, 
without subjecting them the serious 
criminal penalties imposed upon drivers 
whose blood contains higher alcoholic 
content. 


Driver License Applications Utah has in- 
itiated program notarize driver license 
applications order discourage false 
applications and provide sound legal basis 
for prosecution persons who make false 
statements gain retain driving privi- 
leges. 

Notary commissions have been ordered 
for about twenty-seven examiners and clerks 
the driver license division. They will 
require that applicant attest the 
genuineness the signature and the truth 
the answers the application form, after 
which the latter will marked with notary 
seal. 

The program was instituted after the 
state was unable prosecute driver who 
secured license under alias while his 
original license was suspended. Attorney 
General Walter Budge advised the license 
division that perjury convictions such 
cases could obtained only the appli- 
cant had sworn the truth his state- 
ments before notary. 


Medical Aid New York Thruway The New 
York Thruway Authority has begun training 
program for its 1,515 employees enable 
them administer emergency medical treat- 
ment cases on-the-job injuries and 
first aid for motorists involved acci- 
dents the thruway. first step 
the program, group employees are re- 
ceiving intensive, thirty hour instruc- 
tion course first aid. Later these em- 
ployees will instruct all other thruway 
employees. 


Cost Traffic Accidents The Ohio Depart- 
ment ghway Safety reports that motorists 
the state paid $27 million more for traffic 
accidents 1959 than 1958. Grant 
Keys, Director the department, estimated 
that the expense traffic accidents more 
than four million Ohio motor vehicle owners 
amounted about $69 per person. 

Total economic cost traffic accidents 
was set $277 million 1959 compared 
with $250 million 1958. breakdown 
the $277 million figure records $74.2 
million lost wages, $7.5 million 
medical expense, $101 million in- 
surance costs and $94 million property 
damage. 
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BRIDGES 


Bridge Dedication new toll bridge over 
the Mississippi River between Illinois and 
Iowa was dedicated January 20. Governors 
Herschel Loveless Iowa and William 
Stratton Illinois officiated the 
ceremonies. The bridge, which cost 
million, parallels span built 1935. 
Vehicles will move one direction only 
each the two-lane spans. 


Record New York Bridge, Tunnel Traffic The 
Port New York Authority reports record 
volume motor traffic its bridges and 
its tunnels 1959. Almost million 
vehicles used these facilities, increase 
some per cent over 1958. Revenues from 
tolls paid motorists 1959 amounted 
more than $49 million some per cent 
the total gross operating revenue the 
Authority. Revenues received from other 
Authority projects including airports, 
truck depots and marine terminals also

The Governor noted that increasing 
population, growth leisure time, anda 
great increase popularity outdoor 
recreational activities have created much 
need for additional public open space. 
his message pointed out that many 
areas the state potentially available 
land being developed rapidly for other 

recommended $75 million bond issue, 
which $35 million would allocated for 
state recreational purposes and $40 million 
made available cities, towns and counties 
for acquisition additional local park 
facilities. Local governments would re- 
quired pay per cent the costs 
acquiring land.

including Attorneys General from thirty-four 
states. Purpose the meeting was share 
information how state antitrust and anti- 
fraud statutes could improved and better 
enforced. 

series addresses and panel dis- 
cussions, federal representatives emphasized 
their willingness cooperate every 
possible way with state officials more 
vigorous program state antitrust action. 
Attorney General Louis Lefkowitz New 
York recommended central clearing house 
keep records and information consumer 
frauds and fraudulent schemes, 

Topics discussion included co- 
ordination federal and state antitrust 
enforcement; state and federal techniques 
for investigating and securing evidence 
antitrust violations; enforcement state 
and federal criminal fraud statutes; and 
problems proof price-fixing cases.

ADMINISTRATION 


Reorganization Commission Reports final 
report has been issued the Georgia Gover- 
nor's Commission Economy and Reorganization 
for consideration the 1960 legislature. 
The commission, organized 1959, included 
the Lieutenant Governor, two State Senators, 
the Speaker the House, three State Repre- 
sentatives, and nine other citizens appointed 
Governor Ernest Vandiver. The Governor 
headed the commission officio. 

The commission dealt primarily with 
financial and personnel administration. Its 
report also contained specific recommendations 
education, health and welfare, conser- 
vation and agriculture, highways, and inde- 
pendent boards, commissions and authorities. 
interim report had suggested improvements 
state budgeting and records management. 
(State Government News, September, 1959, 
Page 

Affecting financial administration, the 
report included recommendations for: (1) pro- 
vision for obtaining interest temporarily 
idle state funds; (2) better insurance pro- 
tection for state property, including pro- 
the State Supervisor Purchases; (3) im- 
fidelity bonding practices; (4)) 
better treasury management; (5) improved 
financial aspects personnel management, 
including requirement for Budget Bureau 


approval general salary increases; (6) im- 
provements purchasing; (7) permanent regis- 
tration city, county and state vehicles; 
(8) provision for destruction obsolete 
records; and (9) development outside 
consultants comprehensive plan for 
structural reorganization and procedural 
improvements the Department Revenue. 

Personnel administration recommendations 
included: (1) forty-four hour minimum 
work week; (2) employee accident pre- 
vention and safety program; (3) improve- 
ments pre-employment physical examinations 
for state employees; (4) provisions for 
employee training; (5) quarterly reporting 
system the number state employees; 
(6) revision the statutes governing oper- 
ation the merit system; and (7) improve- 
ments position classifications and 
amination 

The commission recommended establishment 
Advisory Committee Institutional 
Farms comprised various state and 
college officials. Recommendations 
education included appointment assistant 
state superintendents schools for fiscal 
administration and for programs. The com- 
mission recommended establishment major 
mental health unit the Department 
Public Health; expanded prison industries 
and establishment Prison Industries 
Authority; and addition psychiatrist 
the membership the State Board 
Health. 


Advisory Council Self-Survey Governor 
Foster Furcolo assachusetts has appointed 
fifteen member Advisory Council evaluate 
the results recently inaugurated self- 
survey state programs and operations. 
The council includes representatives from 
business, insurance, colleges and universi- 
ties, the legislature and the clergy. 

More than 800 state government career 
employees are now participating ina de- 
tailed evaluation state programs and 
operations. The survey proceeding 
two stages appraisal administrative 
management throughout the state government 
and inventory all state programs and 
Joseph Courtney, Director 
Program Planning the Commission Ad- 
ministration coordinator the self- 
survey. 


Mississippi Departments The Bureau 
Public Administration the University 
Mississippi has reported preliminary findings 
study the number agencies employed 
administer the state's activities. The 
bureau process revising Handbook 
Mississippi State Agencies, issued 
1948. determining the number govern- 
mental units the departmental level, 
the bureau used three criteria written 
legal authorization for the existence 
the agency; the presence one more 
regular functions more less continuing 
nature; and the existence separate 


appropriation independent source public 
funds. The bureau reports that 101 state 
departments existence, ninety-one were 
created statute, nine the constitution 
and one administrative order. Between 
1955 and 1959 the legislature eliminated 
five agencies from departmental ranks and 
added four. 


New Business Service Bureau Governor 
David Lawrence Pennsylvania has es- 
tablished Business Service Bureau the 
Department Commerce. The bureau will 
provide technical information small 
business firms and assist them keeping 
current developments affecting technology 
and marketing their fields. The bureau 
will have its main office the capitol and 
field representatives four other states,
